T h e R e p u b l i c a n county convention of Stearns, in a half 
hearted way, and on a reconsideration and by secret ballot, rec­ 
ommended the amendment of the Volstead act by putting litfht 
wines and beer, to be sold by government dispensaries, on the non­ 
intoxicating list. 
The Democratic county convention went wet with a big splash. 
The government has been trying to regulate, control and 
tinily to prohibit the maufacture and sale of intoxicants, especially 
since the civil war. It was first taken up by the government more 
as a revenue producing measure than as an attempt at reformation. 
It might as well be admitted that none of these experiments wert 
successful. 
Low license and high license have been tried and the 
saloons grew to be a great menace. 
Prohibition in states like 
Maine and Kansas was reasonably successful, but when the whole 
nation wen! dry, the people of th^se states became just as active 
in making moonshine and home brew as the inhabitants of other 
states. 
It was one of the curious workings of an epidemic that 
swept over the country. 
There has been a shocking violation of the law all over the 
nation. 
This is too well known to deny contradiction. 
The only way to make prohibition a success is such an awak­ 
ening of public sentiment that the violators of the law will be 
.seriously treated as law breakers and sent to jail, and to be 
classed by public indignation as outlaws. 
But there is no such 
public sentiment at this time. 
It is also a speculative proposition whether lifting the lid on 
light wines and 2.75 per cent beer would put an end to 'moon­ 
shining. Some people who are honestly advocating this plan, have 
faith that it would. 
Others are of the positive opinion (hat it 
would be only an opening wedge to bring back the saloons, and the 
sale of strong drinks, and a complete nullification of prohibition. 
We do not believe that the 18th amendment will be repealed, 
especially since the women of America have been given the bal­ 
lot. 
Congress will probably experiment some more with the Vol­ 
stead act. 
What Hie result will be no one can foretell— but the 
guess is that it will probably be one more failure. 
But the solution is sure to be found some time. 
If prohibi­ 
tion could be made a reality, and accepted by the people in good 
faith it would be the greatest blessing that could be conform 
upon America. 
But this blessing will not come from congress or 
state legislatures. 
It is the direct business of the people— and on 
them rests the responsibility.—St. Cloud Journal-Presn. 


THE R O I M X * PROBLEM 


A l e s s o n in price-fixing has recently been experienced in the 
city of Washington, where a rent law has limited the rent that 
may be charged by owners of residence of property. Authority was 
given a rent commission to determine to what extent rents might 
be raised, and, on complaint, whether rents should be lowered. 
This commission based its decisions on the money invested in the 
property, cost of maintenance, service rendered, etc. 
The immediate result was, of course, to restrict advances in 
rent charges, and thus the tenants apparently gained an advan­ 
tage. 
But there were also two indirect results which many people 
foresaw. 
Realizing that their profits would be limited, men with 
capital would not erect buildings for rental pur [loses. Thus there 
was a imitation of the supply of buildings for rent and tenants 
were willing to pay a higher rate in order to secure accommo­ 
dations. 
The other effect of the law was that it induced owners of 
property to refuse to rent at all, and to compel the intending 
tenant to purchase in order to secure a place in which to live. 
So that being compelled to buy because they could not rent, home- 
seekers found it necessary to pay far iii excess of the price at 
which the property might otherwise have sold. 
From all reports, the law has had little effect on the ultimate 
and average cost of housing at the national capital. Some tenants 
secured their rentals at a lower price, but because of limited con­ 
struction and forced purchases at high prices, the average cost 
of occupancy of a dwelling-place over a period of years has ap­ 
parently not been diminished.

REGULATION OI KENTS 


T h e U n i t e d S t a t e s Supreme Court has just rendered two 
decisions which are far-reaching in their effect upon property 
rights. The court holds that the drastic regulation of rents as con­ 
templated by the emergency housing laws passed by tho state of 
New York iii 1920 are permissable under the police power of the 
state. 
Two cases had been appealed to the Supreme Court. 
Iii one 
case the tenant declined to pay an increased rental charge al­ 
though he had signed a lease to do so. 
He was upheld in his con­ 
tention that he did not have to pay the increase because he was 
coerced into signing the new lease. 
The second case involved the 
right of a tenant to continue in possession of a property under 
the housing laws, although the lease had expired. 
In both cases 
the position of the tenant was upheld. 
.The Court in these decisions strongly justifies such laws as 
have been enacted by the State of New York and District of Co­ 
lumbia, which place rigid restrictions upon the course of landlords 
with their tenants, 
it upholds efforts to protect tenants against 
landlords who take advantage of the present emergency to raise 
rents beyond reason.
